MEDICAL  INSPECTION,  SUPERVISION  AND  TREATMENT. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

GENERAL  REVIEW. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  was  1,600,  of 
these  1,091  were  systematic  examinations  and  509  were  re- inspections  of 
children  previously  found  to  have  some  defect. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  at  routine  systematic  examinations, 
who  were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (excluding  uncleanliness 
and  dental  decay)  was  145  (14.76%)  i.e.,  over  one-seventh  of  the  children 
examined  were  found  to  have  some  defect.  The  defects  are  for  the  most  part 
of  a minor  and  remediable  nature.  Only  three  children  were  considered  to 
have  conditions  where  complete  cure  and  restoration  of  normal  function  was 
not  expected,  though  some  improvement  was  considered  possible. 


Clothing  and  Footgear. 

All  the  children  examined  were  considered  to  be  adequately  clothed  and 
shod. 


Cleanliness. 

On  routine  examination  nits  were  found  in  the  hair  of  four  children. 
During  the  year,  however,  the  Health  Visitors  inspected  the  children  period- 
ically, sometimes  at  the  teacher’s  request,  and  during  these  inspections  several 
cases  of  pediculosis  capitis  came  to  light  and  were  treated. 

Skin. 

Only  one  case  of  ringworm  was  discovered.  It  was  referred  to  his  own 
doctor  for  treatment. 

There  were  three  cases  of  impetigo. 

No  case  of  scabies  was  found  during  the  year. 

Other  skin  diseases,  including  eczema,  psoriasis  and  acne,  were  found 
in  twenty  children. 


Nutritional  State. 

Two  children  were  considered  to  be  slightly  under-nourished,  but  there 
were  no  cases  of  severe  mal-nutrition. 
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Diseases  of  the  Naso  Pharynx. 

93  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  operative  treatment  on  the 
naso-pharynx,  the  majority  being  admitted  for  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


Diseases  of  the  Eye. 

Errors  in  Refraction 

Of  the  children  due  for  visual  acuity  tests  (2nd,  3rd  and  4th  age  groups 
and  children  born  in  1947)  32  were  found  to  have  fair  vision  (3.3%)  and  3 
to  have  bad  vision  (0.31%). 


External  Eye  Diseases. 

3 cases  of  blepharitis  and  2 of  conjunctivitis  were  discovered  and  treated. 
20  children  were  found  to  have  “ squints  ” and  were  referred  to  the  eye 
specialist  for  treatment. 


Diseases  of  the  Ear. 

Two  cases  of  aural  discharge  and  one  of  defective  hearing  were  found. 
These  were  referred  for  specialist  opinion. 

Speech  Defects. 

The  Speech  Therapist  reports  that  411  children  of  school  age  have  defects 
of  articulation  requiring  special  educational  measures  and  that  37  children 
have  stammers  requiring  treatment. 


Organic  Heart  Disease. 

A single  case  of  congenital  heart  disease  was  discovered.  There  were 
no  cases  of  acquired  heart  disease. 


Deformities. 

63  children  were  found  to  have  some  orthopaedic  deformity,  the  majority 
of  a minor  remediable  nature.
